of the const find a ready market with wa. 

That motntainotts wall has insured the 
western Coast a partial immunity, like- 
wise, From the high political fevers that 
have from time to time ravaged the rest 
of the land. 

The nine States of Sonora, Sinaloa, 
Navmrit, Jahseo, Guerrero, Colima, 
Michoacan, Oaxaca, and Chinpas rim the 
Pacihe const-ine, while Durango corners 
over the Sierra: Madres, so that it may 
he considered tn part a weet-comst State. 

~The peninsula of, Lower Califorma— 
almost as large in ttself as is the main- 
land of Italy down to the heel of the 
boot—lies across the Gulf of California, 
which is one of the largest gulfs in the 
world, and must be considered a part of 
the entity know as the west coast. 

Mexican statistics are either non-ex- 
istent or unrelinhle, bot it is safe to say 
that the west coast as outlined contams 
almost one-half of the superticial area of 
the Republic of Mexico and fully one- 
third of the Mexican population. © -Yet 
comparatively litth: ts known of it. Rev 
olutim, politics, oil, and ense of access 
have directed attentian toward the cen- 
tral portion and eastern halt of the cour 
try.

One starts down the west const through 
the State of Sonora. Lf one ts not a sea- 
soned traveler the first impulse isto tam 
Imck.

Sonora is the second largest State m 
Mexico antl one of the richest mining dis- 
tricts in the world: but, gazing wut of the 
car window, these facts at firat leave one 
cole, . 

The desert hides its best, Far: back in 
the opal-tinted hills are green. valleys and 
golden mines. The stranger sees only 
the numb misery of the hali-naked In- 
diuns, sheltering like animals in the re- 
tains of ‘dobe hots that have been ninned 
inthe fighting of the past ten vears.

The wide plains are empty of life, The 
herds have gone to feed the revolutions: 

Cabera de Vaea was the first Spaniard 
to find gold in Sanora, on his trip to the 
Florida Everglades in the early sixteenth 
century. Leas not the fact that he found 
gold that interests the traveler, but that 
he was able to march at all through these 
inhospitable wilds, , 

The mere thought of the journey is 
frightening. The Spaniards did oot know 
the trail; they were cncampussed alent 
by the most dangerous Indians in Mex- 
ico—for the Yaqui, cousin of the Apache, 
ride this his home: and they were bur- 
dened ly heavy anor in an arid and 
savae land, 

The longer ove travels through Mexico 
the higher mounts one’s admiration for

Right in front of the hotel stretched 
the bay. Once this was a tewn of vision 
and prosperity, It was one of the ports 
from which the peninsila of Lower Cali- 
fornia was fed, and in its fertile hinter- 
land Oranges and wheat, and carn and 


beans, and cattle and horses grew and 
flourished. 


Before the farms were deserted, the 
herds killed off, and the mines shit down 
lecause of wor, this town was full of 
business, Then the State of Sonora pro- 
duced enoigh wheat to feed its own peo 
ple and export some to Lower Californian 
and Sinaloa, 

One realizes that the promise of deso- 
lation so richly made to onlookers fren 
the car windows is not always kept, The 
vallevs of the Sonora tivers—the Yaqui, 
the Asuncion, the San Ignacio, the Mayo, 
the Sonora, the Nloctezumm, the San 
Miguel, to name a few—are absurdly fat. 
The adjective may seem ill chosen, buat I 
can defend it, . 

The mwatered land seems infertile as 
a concrete pavement or the hotton af a 
eruvel pit: It is hare, dusty, Wrown, 
lumed. Then the farmer sprinkles a 
little seed, adds a hithe water, stirs it with 
an Woeklen plow, and it borsts tte bloorn, 
The crops: possible to: Sonora’s. bottoms 
are incredible, 

Tint Guaymas told a story of wor ond 
loot. The bay had been silting up for 
years and, thanks to the stagnation which 
followed the collapse of the Diaz régime, 
it contmued to silt up.

ADVENTURING DOWN THE WEST COAST GF MEXICO 


Then the World War and the inter- 
neane War came to interfere with the 
west coast trade, so that the gemlike little 
bay is new almost barren of vessels. On 
the farther side-a German Square-Tigger, 
interned in-tut4, was «trying at its anchor, 
Here and there were smaller vessels: 

A schooner, from Lower (California, 
ence white, now sadly smudge, its antl 
torn and flapping, nodeed into the lHttle 
wharf, Its sailors lazily rolled ashore 
bales af dates—taww hide bales, sewed up 
int the form and sive of Hour barrels, as 
the friars had trught the Lower Califor- 
nians (to da twe centuries sugerey. ove! ais 
eavers thit these dates come from the 
groves planted by the friars themselves, 
and no better are grown in the world, 

As tor the rawhide in which they are 
baled, it is as much an article cf laity se 
here as is barbed wire to the western 
farmer; or, rather, rawhide was.  Novw- 
adays there ate so few cattle on the So- 
hora minges that a tannery m Lower Cali- 
fornia imports ts hides from the Lnited 
States: Yet this tannery's leather is yold- 
meéedated and hloe-ribboned all over the 
worlil, 

One hopes that this is lait a ternprrary 
ab agnancy in Guaymas, however. Mex- 

ican towns have the advantage—perhaps 
a a ave ful one—of a longer lorspective 
than our awn cities, which jump from 
the pire shack to the skyscraper stage 
aver night. 

After all, the mines inthe high Sterns 
stil] hold their hoards of gold and silver. 
Same time, when wen work more and 
talk and Geht o little less, the mmole traits 
will again wind aut af old Gtnrimnns to- 
ward the rosy hills, and tall chips will 
again creep through the harbor gates, und 
Parisian buyers will agnin clamor for the 
pearls of La Pas Then Guavias will 
come back tots dwn, 

Por the moment one icels that one had 
best talk of the bay, Not very long. not 
very wide, hetmed in with dlls that 
come diwn to the water's edee, the sate 
way invisible in their lrgwn folds, it ts 
tine of the extraordinaty beauty spots of 
the world. 

The water las the hie and irideseetice 
and sparkle of gems, changing and shift- 
Ing and glittering anew as the light de- 


fii 


scends in varving reflections from ithe 
sHnits overhend, 

It is a paradise for fishermen. The 
Indian fishers are forever sailing ont in 
their log canses or towing them hack, 
fish-laden, along the shores, WUnkind 
hrecees and treacherous citrent= are un- 

shown, The bay seems as gentle as 
these whe wse it. 

Like everything else about Mextfco, 
that statement must be qualified. The 
natives of Ciwaymas are gentle, but not 
far up the ooast of the Gulf of California 
a savage tribe is dying, 

(ine teed not mourn the Seri Indians 
tao much, Thev ore naked, sijualin, die 
generate. They live in pits in the sand 
or under the branches of trees that they 
tie together with withes. They have. no 
cultize or traditions or kindness. They 
are non-producers of everything save 
hate, 

Tt may be that arcther year or co will 
see the last of them. There can hardly 
be more than 100 eft now, and each 
winter takes an inereasing toll of their 
scrawny, starved, shivering. bodies,* 

But they have never strick their colors, 
They are the active enemies of every 
sentient being in the whole world. 


LOWER CALITORNIA AND ITS GREAT PAR 
PORT 


Across the Gulf of California, a few 
dave’ sail on one of the <chooners that 
froin time to time drifts languidly over 
these tranquil waters, i= the wonderland 
of Baja Califarnia—Lower Califarnia, 

Tr may be a bit arid. Tm point of fact, 
it ts more than a bit arid, fiorned toads 
catty canteens when they travel there, 
There are sections of the peninsula where 
it has not rammed for seven vears. 

One must he a desert-lover thoroughly 
te appreciate the sandy wastes, its wssey 
niles of mesquite and cactus, its ‘hi 
canyons tarked here and there by. th 
traces Of wo tice that is not only Inst 0 
history. but the existence of which can- 
not be explained by any of the commum- 


sete theories of to-day. 


luut, provided the visitor dues not fear

The 
Indians are heroic, because no one else 
can Tesist the masses of mosqttitoes that 
fight thetr way through the smoke of the 
siiuilge that is tied alongside the trap: 
The indians work desperately with long 
poles “to poke the big fish off," as one 
shrimper explained. 

Our entrance to Culiacan still pleases 
me in retrospect; it was so unre! onl 
stag’. We tumbled down on embank- 
ment that was fitfully lighted by tallow 
candles, the teams from the headlight, 
and the lanterns of the tratumer.

The olf read down which the Aztecs 
marched on ther way to the conqucat of 
Mexico runs past Culiacan., On the rock 
wills of the canyors their carvings may 
be four, 

Unless ramer dacs them wrong, the 
Tnrlians here still worship the old goels, 
though they have confused then <ome- 
what with the gentler teachings of Chiris- 
hianity, It was but the other doy that 
workmen on the great ftrigation project 
the government is furthering near ly 
fonnid a painted jar of tnhaked clay, ten 


feet high and eight feet across the meuth,, 


filled with little painted clay images. 

Gods, perhaps, or toys; no one knows, 
for the workinen destroyed jar anc figrur- 
ims alike. Not far from Culiacan is 
what is sand to be the largest meteorite im 
the world.

A&A TETURE OF THE DEPTHS OF MEXICAN

At Culiacan a veil seemed taken from

I now began to renlize the depths of 
poverty in which most of the lower-class 
Mexicans live. They do not often starve, 
perhaps, for they have that charity that 
distinguishes. the very poor; but they 
rarely have encngh to cat. They lack all 
luxuries except tequila and pulque and 
panecha and tohaceo, They live on a 
Hane of discomfort arel inhapminess and 
ipTorarice. 

[ had been looking on the Mexican 
hatit of taking a siesta with a certam 
contermpt.

MAZATLAN, THE CITY OF PARKOTS 


It was at Mazathn—heavily accented 
om the ftmal syilnhle—that we were 
abashed by a parrot. 

There were parrots everywhere, of 
course, from tere flashes of color to 
middle-sized Dirds that talk. and on to 
huge creatures that not only squawk, but 
have a hideews intelligence. 

Tnidian men and women go about the 
streets with them for sale in cages, Tt ts 
Hiffentt ta umderstand wha loys them, 
for the potential customers are poor as 
peor, bet the parrots sell None of the 
other street venders weir more contented! 
fnces than those wha deal in birds, 

Daring the rainy season at Miazatlan 
the streets become torpid rivulets of mud. 
As the pack-horses pick their slaw way 
over the uneven cobbles, the foul liquid 
spurts from beneath their hoofs and 
splashes waist-high on the house walls. 

AS some meastre of protection against 
this mud bombardment, the poyements 
have been elevated two feel or more 
above the level of the street. The gallant 
gives the wall to the fair or to the 
stranger he wishes to honor. Ome crosses 
the streets by STEP pinge-stones. 

Marching along the pavement, one 
mctls the eves of parrots roosting an the 
swingin doors of the bar-roomis that dot 
the mam street. They make sounds like 
corks popping. 

Our parrot was o fot, high-shouldered, 
depraved bird who never spoke. He 
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Watched Mazatlan pass along the pave- 
ment with a sour and ¢vymical eve, but 
when he sews he fluffed up his feathers 
tind gave way toa fit of helplesstanghter, 
Fits hedy sheok, his mean old eves half 
closed, and his senile head lanl om one 
side, precisely asa vicious old man tight 
intulee im erael danghter. 

At first we enjoved it, but later we he- 
came self-conscious and angry, 

Not even the ten-foot snake thot 
served as tat-cateher in our hotel could 
rival the parrot’s fascination, though we 
admired the snake for his Iisiness acw- 
men, When he set up in business he dis- 
posed of competition by first «wallowing 
the hotel's cats (see page 489). 

Tn the Indian toneue, Mazatlan j 1 the 
Mace Where the Deer Come Down to 
Drink, but ntomight well have been called 
the Place of the Girls; 

Nor can pretty girls have a more dainty 
setting. The residential district of the

Culiacan had been of a dusty white, 
save for the azere cathedral, but here the 
hovses ore colored in hlues and pinks and 
brows that might almost be of Bologna, 
These are no glaring colors, but washes 
ant! faded out to a demure hackground 
ior the brilliance of the feminine display. 

The sex here is cheerfilly inconsistent, 
too, The grown-ups do not flirt, but the 
very little ones on their way to school 
withdraw very littl powder puffs from 
heather vanity hats and tone down the high 
hehts an thetr little noses:

C. to 
14 A. Da new system was establisheil, 
based an just collection. and fair incidence 
of taxation, and on general achninistra- 
tion in the interest of the people of the 
province, 

Under the emperors the well-developed 
‘system cif in corehadiee of produce arn the 
ease and regularity of commmninication 
along the seawave and the land-roads of 
the Roman world tended to produce an 
extremely high standard of well-being, 
and even luxury and wealth, in the Med- 
iterranean world as a whole, and particn-

These processes involve a large dégres 
of engineering. skill, The ancients, who 
lnoked to the Divine Power n= their guide 
throughout lite, considered Herakles, or 
a hero-god of similar character bearing a 
different name in other parts of the Med- 
Tterranean ‘work, as the Divine téacher 
and herald of the rites of the earth-enl- 
(less ancl her religion. 

Those rites included a system of engi- 
neering, agriculture, horticulture, domes- 
tication of animals, and so cn, adapted to 
the varios ranons of the Mediterranean 
litvls.

themselves as Creek, 

Oreck wis, the language of cilteation 
and Iiteriture and of higher ctvilieation, 
Although it was left to Rome to construct 
a stable orgarizatiin of unified govert- 
tment and society, we mist not forget thot 
great civilize cities of the: west, lke 
Marseille antl many others, were founder 
from Asin Minor, and that the history 
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of Christianity mm the first three centuries 
is largely ‘the stetv of the influence that 
originated from the great perumsdla, the 
brtdoe and pathway of intercourse be- 
tween Asin and Evrope. 

It would be a mistake to imagine that 
the Greeks of Asa were exactly sonilar 
to or entirely friendly with the Greeks of 
the European penimetila. ‘There always 
tetidel to be a certain hostility between 
the populations of neighboring valleys; 
even in the same valley, city wis tre- 
quently involved in war against city. 

The mother city wos sometimes fostile 
to her colonies, atic) still more the Greeks 
of Awa wert hostile to the Greeks of 
Europe.

to repair the damage,

The sultans did what they could. 
Neither the Seljuk Turks nor the Otto- 
main ‘Turks were actuated by  religinis 
fanaticmam. ‘They wished to preserve the 
oli social system tnso far as tt was con- 
sistent with the dominance of a conquer- 
mp caste: lat they could not maintiin the 
education which was necessary i the old 
Roman organisation, 

Moreover, the ramos method of mis- 
sacre was resorted to sometimes im order 
io prevent anv dangerous development 
amony the suhordinnte races, This 
has been cared to a hitherto-unkwewn 
extreme during the last thirty vears, aul 
reprisals have not been unknown when 
opportunity offered, 

Thos the whole basis of prosperity was 
wrecked, not by intention, but by steady 
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decay. A. number of causes cooperated 
ant each chtise intensified the others. 

Can the prosperity of this derelict Ini 
he restored? That i largely soquestion 
of politics aml tm exclidel trom diseus- 
sion here: but one may say that for along 
time jt has bees the game of all the sur- 
rotnmding countries to prevent the restora- 
tion at prosperity in Turkey. 

This palicy has often been carmed out 
with the minimum of regard for the in- 
terests cf the appressed nationalities ly 
their so-called friends. 

There is reqiired, for the actual re- 
ciperation of the land, knowledge to 
guide Inbor, The schools ond colleges 
ettablished by the American missions 
were achieving a great work until the 
World War began, Among the number- 
less lepacies of evil that have rernained 
has been the interference with this work 
af training the country. 

Advisers are required, and technical 
trainers, at order to restore the ancient 
methods of conserving the water-supply 
or substituting better micthnods.

lair a week, . 

Meanwhile the restoratiim of agricul- 
ture 18 the indispensable basis of the
